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URY UNANIMOUS 
ORROOSEVELT, BUT 
WOULD SPLIT COSTS

Men Who Heard William 
Barnes’ $50,000 Suit for 
Libel Sent Back After 
Bringing in Illegal Verdict 
Favoring Defendant. 


Three Hours of Further De- 
liberations Fails to Bring 
Agreement, One Juror 
Holding Out. 


Colonel Appears Pleased — 
Court Tells Progressiv 
Juryman He Must Not Let 
Politics Sway Him. 


SYRACUSE, N. Y., May 21.—After 
once offering shortly before 11 a. m. 
today an illegal verdict to the Court in 
favor of Theodore Roosevelt, the jury 
trying William Barnes’ $60,000 suit for 
libel, failed today in more than three 
hours of additional deliberation to ar- 
rive at a verdict that was legal. The 
jury had found for Roosevelt, but pro- 
posed that the costs be divided between 


the plaintiff and defendant. Justice An- 
drews sent the men back for further 
deliberations. 

The court recessed at 12:30, but on 
reconvening at 2 p. m., no word came 
from the jury. 

The jury went to luncheon during the 
recess. It returned to the courthouse 
shortly before the opening of the after- 
noon session and immediately went to 
its room. Juror Burns, who announced 
earlier in the day he was “for the 
plaintiff,” was the last man ina 
the line of 12 which walked through 
the streets in single file. A deputy 
Sheriff was at Burns’ elbow. Other 
deputies walked alongside the line ani 
in front of it. 

Juror Uses Telephone. 

Col. Roosevelt had luncheon ai a loce! 
hotel. Someone sent him a bunch of 
flowers while he was dining, and many 
persons crowded around him in the ho- 
tel lobby to congratulate him. The 
Colonel was wearing a big rose from 
the bunch when he returned to the 
courtroom. 

Soon after court reopened the jury 
sent a message to the Court. Justice 
Andrews called one attorney for the 
plaintiff and one for the defendant. The 
two lawyers went to the jury room and 
then escorted the foreman to a tele- 
phone booth in the Judge’s chambers. 
the foreman used the telephone for 
about five minutes and then returned to 
the jury room. 

Judge Departs for Home. 

Shortly . before 2:30 o'clock, no word 
having come from the jury room, Jus- 
tice Andrews announced that he was 
going to his home and that in case a 
proper verdict were found before 5 
o'clock he should be sent for. If no 
verdict was returned by that time, Jus- 
tice Andrews said, court should be ad- 
jJourned until 10 o'clock tomorrow morn- 
ing and the jury locked up. 

The illegal verdict was one that car- 
ried with it the condition that the costs 
and disbursements of the trial were to 
be divided between the two principals. 
The rule of law is that no conditions 
regarding costs can be made. When 
Justice Andrews made a statement to 
this effect one of the jurors—Edward 
Burns, a Syracuse motorman, and a 
Republican, dissented from the condi- 
tional verdict and announced that he 
favored a verdict for the plaintiff. The 
jury was immediately sent back to its 
room for further deliberation. 


Jury Would Split Costs, 
Justice Andrews was informed by 
the foreman that the jury stood unan- 
imous in favor of a verdict for the 
defendant in case the costs were split 
between the plaintiff and defendant. 
The jury debated on the question of 
costs when it returned to its room, it 
was said. It was apparent when the 
roll was called that some of the 
jurors were in favor of dividing the 
costs, which, at the most, it was said 
would amount to less than $1500, 

while others were indifferent. 


The law of libel provides that the 
loser in a contest must pay the costs 
ef the action. Lawyers said there 
was no way in which the costs could 
be divided if a verdict was returned. 
In the event, it was said, of Juror 
Burns refusing to agree with his 11 
companions, the costs “would be split. 

Roosevelt Apparentiy Pieased. 

Col. Roosevelt declined to comment 
for publication upon the action of the 
jury. By the expression of his face, 
however, it was most apparent that he 
was as pleased as he possibly could br. 
His counsel said their client was per- 
fectiy willing to divide the costs if 
there was any way in which it could »> 
done. They made it plain in the pres- 
ence of the defendant that a verdict 
was the thing desired, regardiess of any 
costs. 


Barnes Was not present in the court. 
room when the jury came in, having re- 
turned to his home In Albany last nigh’. 

Before entering the court room the 
jury sent a note to Justice Andrews 
ashing for a conference with him.

She Writes Business Conditions Are 
Bad in Cologne and City ds 
Full of Wounded. 

Sheriff Joseph Dickmann today re- 
ceived a letter from his sister, Mre. The- 
resa Peters, who resides in Cologne, 
Germany. Among other things, she says 
business conditions there are very bad. 

She said one bank in Cologne had 
been compelled to close because nearly 
all of its exftiployes had joined the army, 
and that probably others would close 
soon for the same reason. - She said 
there was plenty of food, but that prices 
were high and constantly advancing. 
There are many maimed and wounded 
in Cologne, she continued, and their 
number is continually being increased 
by arrivals from the front. 

Mrs. Peters has seven sons in the 
German army, all officers. Two are in 
the Kaiser’s Guard. Two sons are in 
Russia, two in France. and one recently 
has been sent to the Italian boundary. 


AEROPLANES FOR MILITIA 


Aeie Clab Starts Subsacrip<ion to Buy 
Alr Craft Squadron. 

NEW YORK, May 21.—President Alan 
Py Hawley of the Aero Club of Amer- 
ica announced today that a public sub- 
scription had been started by the gov- 
ernors of that club to acquire bonds 
with which to purchase a squadron of 
aeroplanes for the use of militia of 
each state in this country. 

It is proposed also to provide 100 aero- 
planes for carrying mail with the un- 
derstanding that the machines and avia- 
tors will constitute a reserve for mili- 
tary service in case of national need.

Family Has Plans Drawn Up for 
Magnificent Memorial to the 
Late Brewer.

TO BE IN 


Architect’s Drawings Submitted 
to Contractors Over the Coun- 
try Await Widow’s Approval. 


Plans have been drawn for the ere>- 
tion of an Adolphus Busch mausoleum 
in Bellefontaine Cemetery, at a cos: 
which will be greater than ever was ex- 
pended on the tomb of a private indl- 


vidual west of the Mississippi River. 

The architect is Tom P. Barnett, 
who has executed many notable 
works, and who estimates that the 
cost of the Busch memorgal jas 
planned will be between $500,000 and 
$600,000. 

Mrs. Busch in Germany. 

The memorial now only awaits the ap- 
proval of Mrs. Lilly .Busch, widow of 
the multimillionaire head of the An- 
heuser-Busch Brewing Association. 

Mrs. Busch was about to return to 
America from her castie on the Rhine 
when the European war broke out. 
Since then it has been impossible for 
her to come to the United States. 

While no perspective drawing of 
the mausoleum has been made, the 
ground plans indicate that 't will be 
a rarely beautiful and hermonious 
memorial. 

The site chosen is near the present 
Busch lot and vault, almost in the 
center of Bellefontaine Cemetery. 

Cemetery Garden Spot. 

As planned, the mausoleum and 
grounds will be a garden spot in the 
city of the dead. The main building will 
be of classic Greek outlines with mas- 
sive pillars. 

A feature of the memorial will be 
that the grounds surrounding the 
maugoleum will be made to include a 
small leke, the greater part of which 
will be taken in as part of the me- 
morial. 

The mausoleum and grounds, ag dé- 
signed, will have a width of 160 feet and 
a depth of 24 feet. 

To the rear of the mausoleum will 
be marble porticos, pergolas and 
promenades. 

The central space between these in- 
closing balconies will be a sunken gar- 
den in which many rare and beautiful 
plants will blossom. 

A considerable portion of the cost of 
the memorial is accounted for by the 
fact that the mausoleum and the pav- 
ing and copings of the promenades sur- 
rounding it will be of the finest marble 
obtainable. In the mausoleum the win- 
dows will be of art glags and through- 
out the work only the most costly ma- 
terial will be used. 

Await Mrs. Busch. 

Mrs. Edward A. Faust, one of the 
daughters of Adolphus Busch, said 
today when asked about the matter, 
that, while plans for the mausoleum 
had been made, the approval of the 
plans had been delayed by the pro- 
longed absence of Mrs. Busch, whv 
isin Germany. It was Mrs. Busch's ex- 
pectation, when she went abroad = 
year ago, to return in September, but 
she did not return then, because ‘of 
the wartime uncertainties of trave), 
and no definite time for h er r eturn 
is now set. Until she has returned 
and has inpsected the plans, Mrs. 
Faust said, nothing further wall be 
done. 

Charles Nagel, one of the executo:s 
of the Busch estate, said today that 
the building of a mausoleum did no>t 
devolve on the executors, as no provi- 
sion for it was made in the will.

Motor Cycle Squad Stops Scores 
of Cars; Persons Without 
Licenses Taken to Station. 


Many jitney passengers had an ex- 
tra ride for their nickel today when 
the police made a spectacular round- 
up of chauffeurs who could vot show 
that they had taken out licenses, as 
the law requires, 

“The big jitney drive started at Le- 
cust streéet’and Leffingwell avenue at 
7 a. m., under the direction of Motor 
Cycle Sergt.. Mackey, who had a 
squad of motor-cycle policemen. 

Practically every machine ging in 
either direction on Locust street was 
stopped. The only exceptions were 
in cases where the policemen recog- 
nized the drivers as being owners of 
the cars they drove. By 10 a. m. 345 
drivers had been arrested, and the to- 
tal was brought to 68 at 1 p. m. 

Prosecuting Attorney Sidener sald 
the general impression prevails that 
the owner of -n auto, if he drives his 
own car, does not need a chauffeur’s 
license. He said Section 8502, Re- 
vised Statutes of 1909, in defining 
auto drivers, states the term shall 
be construed to mean “any person 


chanic, paid employe or for hire.” 
It is therefore necessary, he said, for 
the owner of an auto using the ma- 
chine to carry passengers to get a 
chauffeur’s license.

“War in a Few Hours.” 

When court convened today Marco- 
nis counsel read, in behalf of the in- 
ventor, the following statement: 

“While war has not yet been de- 
clared, it is clear that it will be 
within a few hours. As the result of 
a talk with the Italian Ambassador I! 
have been ordered to return at once 
to Italy and it will be necessary for 
me to sail tomorrow morning.” 

Court was adjourned and Justice 
Veeder,. descending from the bench, 
shook hands with the inventor and 
wished him bon voyage. Counsel on 
both, sides, litigants and even oppos- 
ing witnesses followed suit. Among 
these witnesses was Johann Sennick, 
professor of physics at Leipsic Uni- 
versity, who had left his command in 
Germany to testify against Marconi. 

“As war has not vet been declared,” 
Prof. Sennick said, ‘‘we are not enemies. 
We can still shake hands and wish you 
a pleasant trip across.’ 

Court In Wireless Piant.

LONDON, May 21.—The first authori-

One of the most remarkable features 
of the ministerial crisis at the present 
moment is the sudden outbreak, more 
or less severe, of newspaper attacks on 
Field Marshal Ear! Kitchener, the Brit- 
ish Secretary of War, who at the out- 
break of the war was the nation’s 
military idol and was loudly proclaimed 
by the same newspapers as the only 
man in the country for the position of 
War Secretary. 

The Daily Mail and other newspa- 
pers under the same ownership have 
‘been most violent in these attacks, even 
going so far as to call into question 
the military generalship of the Field 
Marshal. 

The Daily Mail and London Times 
and other newspapers are owned by 
Lerd Northcliffe (Alfred Harmsworth), 
who recently was a guest of Sir John 
French at the front. These newspapers 
support Unionists in politics. The Daily 
Mail says: 

“It never has been pretended that 
Kitchener is a soldier in the sense that 
Field Marshal Sir John French is a 
soldier. Kitchener is a gatherer of 
men and a very fine gatherer, too, but 
his record in the South African war as 
a fighting General, apart from his ex- 
celient organizing work as chief of 
staff, was not brilliant.

ROME, May 21.—When the sitting 
Chamber of Deputies began  yester- 
day there were present 482 Deputies 
out of 500, the absentees being iil. 
The Deputies especially applauded 
were those who wore military uni- 
forms and who had asked permission 
for leave from their military duties. 

All the tribunes were overflowing. In 
that for the diplomatic body were seated 
the American Ambassador, Thomas Nel- 
son Page, and his staff. The former 
Mayor of New York, George B. Mc- 
Clellan, occupied a seat in the Presi- 
dent's tribune. 

A few minutes before the session be- 
gan, the poet, Gabriele d’Annunszio, one 
of the strongest advocates of war, ap- 
peared ‘mn the rear of the crowded pub- 
lic tribune. The people lifted him shoul- 
der high and passed him over their 
heads to the first row. 

The entire chamber and the tribunes 
arose and applauded for five migutes, 
crying: “Viva d@’Annunzio!”’ 

No representatives of Germany, Aus- 
tria or Turkey were to be seen in the 
diplomatic tribune. The first Ambassa- 
dor to arrive was Page. M. Barrere, Sir 
J. Bennell Rodd and Michel de Giers, 
the French, British and Russian Ambas- 
sadors, respectively, appeared a few 
minutes later and all were greeted with 
applause, which wae shared by the Bei- 
gian, Greek and Rumanian Ministers. 

For the members of the Cabinet there 
was an ovation with cries for Salandra 
and Sonnino. 

Premier Salandra’s address was inter- 
rupted time and again by applause from 
all sides, and the climax was reached 
when he spoke of the army and the 
navy. Those on the floor of the house 
and in the galleries turned te-the mill- 
tary tribune, from which the officers 
waved their hands and handkerchiefs. 
At the end of the Premier’s speech 
there were deafening ‘‘vivas!’’ for the 
King, Italy and war. 


Snys Italy Way Humilliated. 

The Premier began with an expo- 
sition of the situation of Italy be- 
fore the opening of hostilities in Bu 
rope. He declared that Italy had sub- 
mitted to every humiliation from Aus- 
tria-Hungary for the love of peace. 
By her ultimatum to Servia, the Pre- 
mier said, Austria had annulled the 
equilibrium of the Balkans and preju- 
diced Italian interests there. Not- 
withstanding thig evident violation of 
the treaty of the Triple Alliance, 
Italy endeavored, during long months, 
to avoid a conflict, but these efforts 
were bound to have a iimit in time 
and dis,nity. 

“This is why the Government felt 
itself forced to present its denuncia- 
tion of the Triple Alliance on May 
4,’ said Premier Salandra. 

These declarations were received 
with great applause, which the Pre- 


notification, and violated it aleo in sub- 
stance, for it sought to disturb, to our 
detriment, the delicate system of terri- 
torial, possessions and spheres of influ- 
ence which had bee. set up in the Bal- 
kan peninsula. 

‘But more than any particular point 
it was the whole spirit of the treaty 
which was wronged, and even sup- 
pressed, for, by unloosing In the world 
a most terribie war, in direct contrast 
of our interests and sentiments, the bal- 
ance which the Triple Alliance shouid 
have helped to assure was destroyed, 
and the problem of Italy’s national in- 
tegrity was virtually and irresistibly 
revived. 

“Nevertheless for long months the 
Government has patiently striven [to 
find a compromise, with the object of 
restoring to the agreement the reason- 
able being which it had lost. These ne- 
gotiations were, however, limited not 
only by time, but by our national ‘dig- 
nity. Beyond these limits the interests 
both of our honor and of our country 
would have compromised.” 

Enthusiasm Repeated in Senate. 

In the Senate, where Premier Salandra 
repeated his statement, his words 
aroused the same enthusiasm as in the 
chamber. While it was known that a 
considerable number of Senators were 
on the side of neutrality, all enthust- 
astically stood. 

Prince di Camporeale, the brother of 
Prince von Buelow’s wife, did not rise 
at the first outburst of applause. In- 
stantly there were cries: ‘‘Brother-in- 
law of Von Buelow, rise, rise!’’ which 
the Senator Prince did, and, like the oth. 
ers, he remained standing. 

After Premier Salandra had finished 
his speech, Foreign Minister Sonnino 
rose, and, taking from his pocket a 
copy of the Green Book, said: 

“Tl have the honor to present to the 
Chamber a book containing an account 
of all the pour parlers with Austria from 
Sept. 9 to May 4.” 

He handed the book to Senor Marcora, 
President of the Chamber. 

During the recess which preceded the 
vote in the House of Deputies on the 
pill the Deputies thronged the lobbies 
eagerly discussing the Premier's speech 
and reading the Green Book.

Germany's answer to President Wilson's 


note probably will not reach Washing- 
fom"before next week. It appears that 
the Foreign Office mas been s0 occu- 
pied in dealing with Italy that it has 
Pot yet completed the answer. 

I understand that the rough draft of 
the reply is all Buf completed; that it 1s 
conciliatory in téhe arei indicates that 
Germany is wilfing to do everything 
possible to avoid frictiom or complice- 
tions with America, except to end her 
eupmarine warfare against England's 
commerce. 

This rough draft probably will be laid 
before a conference in the Foreign Of- 


fice for discussion and possible changes. 

With the Government and public press 
absorbed in the Italian sttuation, which 
is much nearer home, 1t is cnly since 
yesterday that the cluser atiention has 
been directed to the President's note. 

No Rupture Is Sought. 

In some quarters the note is inter- 
preted as virtually placing before Ger- 
many the choice of the possibility of a 
rupture of relations with America or of 
retiring from what the Germans regard 
es a favorable situation brought about 
by the sinking of the Lusitania. 

But everyone agrees that Germany does 
20t want a quarrel with America and 
will go out of her way to avoid it. 
Persons of responsibility express tte con- 
siction that President Wilson does not 
seek a rupture with Germany. 

With these two points as a basis for 
agreement there seems to be no ground 
for pessiznism. 

The feding in German official circles 
is much more optimistic than among 
American officials. It is true that, with 
the publication of President Wilson's 
note, some Americans showed nervous- 
ness. 

In Goverrsament circles it is declared 
that any alawm over the situation is un- 
justified an@ uncalled for. So far as 
can be learned, fewer than 30 Amerfcans 
have left Berlin. Many Americans de- 
cline to view the situation seriously. 

Relations Not Impaired. 

The Lokal Anzeiger denied a Reuter 
Agency dispatch from Washington 
which alleged that the relations be- 
tween the Unfted States and Germany 
bad become worse since the American 
note was delivered. The Lokal Anzeiger 
insists there is no ground for such an 
gesertion, nothing having happened 
since the reception of the note to in- 
tensify the situation. My own inquiries 
at sources in close touch with the af- 
fair confirms this. 

So far no incidents tending to the mo- 
jestation of Americans have been re- 
ported. This is indicative of the public 
calm, despite the ,general conviction 
that America is unfriendly. 

A large American flag is displayed 
nightly in an act in which American 
actors are appearing at the Winter 
Garden.

Mi ther, Herman Mineka of 363 East 
Broadway, after 12 years’ resizience in 
Berlin, brings some fresh observations 
of wartime conditions in Germany that 
are novel, at least in so far as they are 
unofficial, uncensored and uncolored by 
the vigilantly biased German press bu- 
reau, through which much of our infor- 
mation has to pass. 

Mrs. Reimann, with her three children, 
two girls and one boy, all under 10 years 
of age, left Berlin April 27 and sailed 
from Copenhagen by a Scandinavian 
line, April 29. 

The children speak no word of fenglish 
and the little girls seem quaint to us in 
their dark colored print pinafores and 
long flaxen braids. 

As a devoted mother, Mrs. Reimann 
was kéenly alive to the risk and re- 
sponsibility she assumed in crossing in 
these times, but apparently she is en- 
dowed with a good deal of calm courage. 

“My relatives tried to dissuade me 
from traveling while the war is going 
on,” she said, “but I have made the 
journey six times under favorable con- 
ditions, I know my way perfectly, and 
I rather welcomed the possibility of 
coming in contact with some of the 
stirring, history-making events now in 
progress. 

“As it was,’ she continued, ‘‘there 
were some experiences that might have 
alarmed some women. I was put through 
severe examinations at every stopping 
point in Germany, to make sure I was 
an American citizen, not a German try- 
ing to get away. All the gold I had was 
taken from me and paper certificates 
were given to me in exchange. I was 
assured there would be no difficulty in 
exchanging these at equal value in other 
countries, but by the time I had got 
through with the transactions, I had lost 
about $20 out of $400. 


Ship Stopped by Man-of-War. 


UR ship was stopped by a big En- 
© glish man-of-war, but we were 
allowed to proceed unmolested. 

“At one time we were warned by wire- 
less to change our course to avoid a pos- 
sible naval engagement for which we 
were directly headed. This took us two 
days’ journey out of our way. Other- 
wise,” she added, dismissing the experi- 
ences as trivial, “it was a safe and un- 
eventful passage. The ship was crowd- 
ed with Americans.”’ 

Of conditions in Berlin, when she left 
there, she said: 

“Except that all the men of military 
age and fitness either have gone or are 
holding themselves in readiness to go to 
the front—ana there are many yet in 
reserve—the domestic life goes on quite 
as usual, undisturbed by the war. 
Many, many families are in mourning. 
All up and down the streets you see 
women dressed in biack. There is no 
social life, and there are no pay nor 
riotous celebrations of victories, be- 
cause the Germans are a very sentimen- 
tal people, and they take their emo- 
tions very solemnly. Unusual quiet pre- 
valis. 

“But business goes on and there is 
work for all who can work. Women 
are welcomed into occupations they 
couldn't have hoped to enter before, and 
they are distinguishing themselves in 
such places as street car conductors, 
police officers and elevator operators. 

“They always have been school teach- 
ers and the public schools are open.

Reported That Germany Will Spare

NPW YORK, May 21.—The New York 
Times’ correspondent in Berlin cables 
the following: 

“In conversation with high officials 
of the Foreign Office I gather that in 
the reply to the American note Ger- 
many will not back down from her pre- 
viously stated position, because she can- 
not. But the Kaiser’s statesmen are 
earnestly racking their brains and taking 
ample time in the hope of finding some 
new formula by injecting several new 
suggestions or proposals which will be 
calculated to serve as a working basis 
for further discussions. 

“From two well-informed independent 
sources I have gathered that Germany's 
answer, which is expected to be ready 
on Monday, or at the latest on Tuesday, 
probably will contain a proposal that 
Germany is willing to refrain from at- 
tacking merchant ships which are cer- 
tified by the American Government as 
not carrying arms, ammunitions and 
possibly other contraband for German’ 7 
enemies. 

“At the Foreign Office I found Baron 
Mumm von Schwarzenstein, the coun- 
cillor, munching an apple in business 
hours.

There 
must be 15,000 Americans in Berlin, even 
since the war exodus, and the friendliest 
attitude toward Americans prevails. 

“Why, I am amazed to find anti-Ger- 
man sentiment in the United States.”’ 

She said this several times during 
the course of her remarks, and it was 
plain her mind was undergoing a pain- 
ful readjustment. 

“Of course, the Lusitania incident hap- 
pened after I came away, and I can’t 
make up my mind what to think about 
that. But in Germany, why, they 
thought America was their friend. I 
don't see how we can be etherwise. I 
fear Americans must be influenced by 
a great deal of misinformation. It isn’t 
because of personal sympathy that I! 
think Germany is right. Never have | 
let family affection or personal feel- 
ing sway me in matters of right and 
wrong. And I know Germany is right 
It was Russia that declared war on Ger. 
many.”’ 

“As a citizen of a neutral country, 
don’t vou resent Germany's destruction 
of Belgium?" I asked. 

“But it was the Belgians who fired 
on the Germans first,’’ she responded. 
“Germany merely asked for a peace- 
ful passage. And do lI not know one 
German soldier who was shot in the 
back by the Belgian civilians? And 
another over whom boiling oil was 
poured as he rode peacefully by?

NOT TO COST $15,000,000 


Should Its Expense Exceed 
$10,000,000, the Committee 
Says, Mayor Will End 
Proceedings. 


The Citizens’ Parkway Committee hae 
filed with the City 
ment in reply to the anti-parkway ar- 
gument filed Wednesday by the Com: 
mittee of Five of the St. Louis Real 
Estate Owners’ Association. The spe- 
cial election on the parkway ordinance 
is to be held June 8, and under the law 
statements for and against the proposal 
be filed with the City Counselor, 
who must publish 


Counselor a state- 


may 
“a fair summary of 
all such statements’ at least 10 days 
before the election. The statements 
must be submitted 20 days before the 
election. 

The Parkway Committee’s report fol- 
lows: 

“The Committee of Five has issued 2% 
circular in which it is assumed that the 
Central Parkway will cost at least $15,- 
000,000. 

“There will be no parkway if the cost 
reaches that amount. Mayor Kiel has 
pledged himself to dismiss the proceed- 
ings and abandon the parkway if the 
cost is found to be more than $10,000,000. 

“The property in the 21 blocks in the 
parkway strip is assessed at $4,100,000, 
which is less than 30 per cent of the 
estimate by the Committee of Five. 
The Assessor and Comptroller have 
stated officially that assessments in St. 
Louis are made on a basis of 662-3 per 
cent of the value of the property. 

Based on False Assumption, 

“On their. assumed basis of cost of 
$15,000,000, the Committee of Five pre- 
sents what is claimed to be the distribu- 
tion of cost within a given district. The 
committee lays out an imaginary dis- 
trict of 30 by 20 blocks, states the num- 
ber of square feet within that district, 
divides the number into squares, di- 
vides the squares into $15,000,000, ani 
asserts that each square would have to 
pay $33. 

“The cost will not be’ assessed by 
squares. The new charter specifically 
says the commissioners shall assess 
against all the lots or parcels of 
property or interest therein especi- 
ally benefited by the proposed pub- 
lic work or improvement, separately, 
and in the name of the several own- 
ers thereof, the amount that each 
surh lot or parcel of property or ine 
terest therein so assessed shall be 
especially benefited by the proposed 
public work or improvement, and 
against the city the balance of the 
damages over and above the aforee- 
said special benefits assessed. 

“The whole argument of the Com- 
mittee of Five in distributing the cost 
of the parkway by squares is an-« 
swered by this quotation from the 
new charter. 

“The Committee of Five does some 
figuring on the assessment of prop- 
erty abutting on the parkway, which 
is equally at fault with the assertion 
that assessments will be made by 
squares. The committee says that 
the frontage on the two sides of the 
parkway total 12,000 feet. 

50 -Per Cent Out of the Way. 

“The actual frontage, leaving out 
streets and alleys, on the two sides of 
the parkway is 18,336 feet. The Com. 
mittee of Five is 60 per eent out of 
the way on the frontage. 

“Again, the Committee of Five as- 
sumes that the parkway will cost 
$15,000,000, and says that if 25 per 
cent of that is assessed against the 
abutting property it would mean $30@ 
for every front foot of property 
abutting the parkway. 

“There is no more ground for this 
statement that 25 per cent of the cost 
will be charged against abutting 
property than there is for the state- 
ment that the parkway will cost $15,. 
000,000. 

“The property in the parkway yi- 
cinity is assessed at from $1060 down 
to $39 a front foot, by far the greater 
part of it being assessed belcow $100 
a foot. 

“Yet the Committee of Five ad- 
vances the astounding argument tha? 
the three commissioners appointed 
by the court willl assess $300 a foot as 
special benefits against the property 
valued for taxation at less than $100 
a foot, In order to buy ground across 
the street In the parkway strir which 
is valued at less than $100 a foot for 
taxation.”

Public Service Commissioner Mc- 
Quillin Hears Testimony 
Upon the Proposal. 


The Citizens’ and Taxpayers’ League 
reopened its campaign for a passenger 
railroad depot in North St. Louis this 
morning, when testimony before Public 
Service Commiissioner Eugene McQuil- 
lin began. 

Evan A. Smith, attorney for the 
league, said that he wished to show 
that a large depot was promised that 
section of the city by the St. Louis 
Merchants’ Bridge Terminal Rallway 
Co. in return for certain rights and 
franchises. He stated they got the fran- 
chises and in return built a passerrgrer 
station only at the Eads Bridge, which 
station, he said, did not cost more than 
$61,000, and which wag used mainly by 
persons desiring to reach East St. Louis 
quickly. 

T. M. Pierce, attorney for the Ter- 
minal, told the Commissioner that the 
present Eads Bridge Station was worth 
over $200,000, and fully met the require- 
ments of the law and gave the proper 
service to the people of North St. Louis, 
as it permitted them to get off there, 
thereby saving the trip to the Ugion 
Station. 

Attorney Pierce, in reply to a state-- 
ment made by K. L. Bonnell of 3704 Ev- 
ans avenue that the Washington avenue 
Station was dangerous, said no passe- 
ger had ever been injured there. 

Would Serve 87,000 Voters. 

In contending for a passenger station 
somewhere between Washington ave- 
nue and the Merchants’ bridge, Smith 
stated that there were 87,000 voters 


north of Market street who would b« 


served by the proposed station. 

H. F. Hafner of 24 Windetmere place. 
president of the Hafner Manufacturing 
Co., Main and Dock streets, was the 
first witness called. He testified that 
there are more than 100 industrial and 
manufacturing plants in North St. Louls 
and that each one has at least five 
traveling representatives. 

Hafner said that a North St. Louis 
station there would be a convenience 
to these men and visiting merchants, as 
it would eliminate the trip to the Eads 
bridge or Union Station.

He said that 
getting off the train at the Eads’ Bridge 
Station was dangerous, as there was 
as pace of only about three and a 
half feet between the train and the rail 
of the eléVated structure. He said 
that in entering St. Louis from the 
North, an hour is consumed from the 
time the train passes his plant, until 
he gets off at the Union Station, takes 
a street car, and gets back to it. 


Hafner said that he talked to 
Bruce Cameron, superintendent of the 
United Railways Co., about a pro- 
posed extension of the Cherokee line 
east to the contemplated station and 
was assured that in the event the de- 
pot was built the street car line 
would be constructed. 


Traveling Men Want it. 
W. A. Guenzberger of 911 North Broad- 


Way, a district sales manager of the 
Hobard Manufacturing Co., who was 
the next witness, said that 150 travel- 
ing men he talked to declared the new 
station was an absolute necessity. 

He also testified that out-of-town mer- 
chants having business north of Casa 
avenue would undoubtedly use the new 
station, because it would be a time 
saver. He testified that if the new sta- 
tion was built he could send his machine 
to the station and get home very quick- 
ly. ° Attorney Pierson asked him if he 
had an automobile. Guenzberger de- 
clared that he did not, but that he 
owned a Ford. He said that he atten¢d- 
ed a meeting of the North St. Louis 
Business Men's Association and there 
the sentiment was unanimous for tho 
new station.

ROCKEFELLER IR, 
READS STATEMENT 
ON LAWSON CASE 


He Refers to “Sinister Re- 
flections” in Chairman 
Walsh’s Questions in In- 
dustrial Relations Commis- 
sion’s Inquiry Into the Col- 
orado Mine Strike. 


DENIES ATTEMPT TO 
INFLUENCE COURTS 


More Letters Read—Ques- 
tioned on Ludlow Massa- 
cre—Postcard Picture of 
Boy Shot as He Caressed 
Sister Shown to Witness. 


By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 21.—Just be- 
fore John D. Rockefeller Jr. resumed 
his testimony today before the Indus- 
trial Relations Commission, all the 
commissioners execpt Chairman 
Walsh, m in executive session to 
consider eir “round robin” of last 
night calling for more moderate 
treatment of witnesses. Some of the 
commissioners did not conceal that 
they thought the charman’s ques- 
tioning of Rockefeler yesterday 
should have been modified. After the 
executive session, the other commis- 
sioners did not make public their let- 
ter to Chairman Walsh, which it was 
understood they would do should 
their suggestion go unheeded. Chair- 
man Walsh said he did not know 
what had happened in the executive 
session. 

“The examination of Mr. Rockefel- 
ler,” said he, “has and will be cone 
ducted with due consideration and 
the truth will be arrived at.” 

Statement on Lawson Case. 

Rockefeller began today by reading a 
statement which related to Chairman 
Walsh's questioning on his view of the 
regularity of the conviction of John R. 
Lawson, a mine workers’ leader. Rocke- 
feller spoke of ‘‘sinister reflections,” 
and said Walsh's questions had been 
framed to make it appear that Rocke- 
feller conceded there had been willful 
tampering with the courts. He said 
that it was his desire that the Supreme 
Court of Colorado, to which an appeal 
has been taken, should carefully con- 
sider every ground that may be urged 
and grant a new trial should any ma- 
terial ground be sustained. He denied 
any attempt either directly or indirect- 
ly to influence the judiciary as respects 
the appeal. 

Walsh Resumes Examination. 

When Rockefeller concluded, Chair- 
man Walsh said: “If there are any 
questions that you think should not 
be answered, you should state the fact 
and the commission will consider 
what should be done. I suppose your 
high regard for law extends to all ort- 
ficers charged with administration of 
the law?” “Yes, it does,” said Rocke- 
feller, 


Pressure on Governor. 
Walsh then read a letter written to 


Rockefeller by IL. M. Bowers, former 
superintendent of the executive depart- 
ment of the Colorado Fuel and Iron 
Co., on Nov. 18, 1918. It stated that he 
had been able to get the co-operation 
of bankers, who had had three or four 
interviews with the Governor, agreeing 
to back the State and lend it all the 
money necessary to maintain the milli- 
tia and afford ample protection so thet 
the miners could return to work, or new 
men be obtained. The letter expressed 
displeasure because the Governor was 
still “hobnobbing’’ with Lawson and 
other mine leaders. 

Another letter, written on Dec. 22, 
told of the influences that had been 
brought to bear upon the Governor to 
help the operators. 

“Do these letters show your policy?” 
asked Chairman Walsh. ‘‘Did I write 
those letters?’’ demanded Rockefeller. 

‘No, but you received them,” said 
the chairman. 

“But I did not write them, so they 
can scarcely be said to show my pol- 
icy,” returned Rockefeller. 

“I propose to call your attention to 
six letters written by you, In which you 
say that you back up these actions by 
Mr. Bowers.”’ 

“The letters mean,’’ returned Rocke- 
feller, ‘‘that there were disorders in 
Colorado. Naturally every citizen would 
use every influence to get the public 
officers to do their duty.”’ 

He declared emphatically that it was 
absolutely necessary for him “to back 
up’’ the men placed in charge of the 
coal properties. 

Several times he objected to the 
form and nature of the chairman's 
questions. 

Despite protests led by Mrs. Borden 
Harriman, Chairman Walsh cvidently 
was not inclined to reduce his vigor- 
ous attitude and repeatedly plied 
Rockefeller with questions which the 
latter declared improper. Once 
Walsh and Rockefeller parried hotly 
with questions and answers, Walsh 
demanding “yes or no,” explaining, 
however, that the witness could de- 
velop his answer. 

“But you said I must say yes or no, 
and stop there,” declared Rockefeller. 
“I sat here yesterday all day and heard 
a witness who was permitted to answer 
questions at any length he desired, and 
I demand the same right.” \

Walsh read a letter vy Bowers saying 
‘ame or two of the competitive compa- 
pies were cheating their miners througn 
false weights.”’ 

Rockefeller said he knew nothing of 
that. 

Massacre at Ludlow. 

Walsh read several letters written by 
Rockefeller promising support to the 
company officers. ‘““‘They had your back- 
ing and support in everything they did, 
didn’t they?’’ 

‘They had my backing and support, 
but we had nothing to do with form- 
ing the details of the policy pursued.” 

Waish asked if Rockefeller was ac- 
quainted with the details of the Ludlow 
‘“massacre.”’ Rockefeller said he had no 
knowledge of them. 

Walsh then called attention to a com- 
pany statement that the women and 
children at Ludlow were smothered 
and then read a post card addressed to 
him by a Mr. and Mrs. Snyder at Trin- 
idad, saying: “We wish to inform you 
that here is one of the little victims of 
Ludlow, not smothered, but was shot 
through the head while caressing his 
little sister.’’ 

“On the back of this card is a photo- 
graph of the little boy, Frank Snyder,” 
gaid Walsh. ‘‘Do you wish to see it?’ 
Walsh handed the card to a messen- 
ger, who offered it to Rockefeller. 

“¥ou have descrived it thoroughly,” 
gaid Rockefeller. He glanced at the 
card as it was passed to the stenogra- 
pher. 

Men in Volunteer Troop. 

Walsh read from letters and reports to 
show that Troop A, a volunteer organ- 
ization, was formed of superintendents, 
clerical forces and mine guards of the 
coal companies. “Do you know that 
this troop fired into the tents of the 
women and children at Ludlow and that 
they looted the dead and set fire to the 
tents of the people?’ asked Walsh. ‘“‘I 
do not.”’ 

“T regard any instance where ee 
individuals have to supplement regular 
authorities to protect life and property 
as most deplorabie,”" Rockefeller de- 
clared in answering a series of ques- 
tions. “Our officers had to use ‘means 
at hand to supplement the efficiency of 
the State. I deplore the necessity for 
putting mine guards into the field.’’ 

“As the men of Troop A were paid by 
the Colorado Fuel and Iron Co., do you 
not feel a moral responsibility for the 
Ludlow massacre?” asked Walsh. “I 
would have felt much greater responsi- 
bility," Rockefeller replied, ‘‘if officers 
of the company had not made an effort 
to protect -life and property.”’ 

Asked if he thought it right for guards 
to loot the homes of people, Rockefeller 
replied: “Certainly not, whoever they 
were.” 


“I Resent the Imputation.” 
“Mr. Bowers in a letter recommends 


Leslie's Weekly,” said Walsh. “I show 
you a copy of Lesiie’s Weekly with a 
full page Standard Oil Co. advertse- 
ment on the back cover. Is there any 
connection between these two things?” 
“TI resent the imputation,” said Rocke- 
feller. ‘There is absolutely no connec- 
tion.” . 

Walsh questioned Rockefeller about 
his employment of Ivy Lee of St. Louis, 
publicity agent. He called attention 
to Lee's recommendation that “we can- 
not be too careful in the use of terms.” 

“I believe that very sound philosophy,” 
eaid Rockefeller. 

“Isn't that a plea for mendacity,”’ 
asked the chairman, ‘‘or a plea for the 
use of half truths which amount to 
mendacity ?”’ 

“Tf I had thought so,” returned Rocke- 
feller, “I would not have touched Mr. 
Lee or anyone who held such ideals 
with a 10-foot pole.’’ 

Replying to questions based on state- 
ments sent out by Lee, Rockefeller de- 
clared emphatically that he never 
thought of or referred to the American 
people “with contempt.”’ 


Wa Stock “Undesirable.”

of gas cases are now being treated at 
the American war hospital at Paign- 


ton. Most of them are Canadians who 


took part in the battles around Ypres, 
where Canadian troops won fame. 

Although it is nearly a month saince 
these mer were laid low by the Ger- 
man gus they still feel weak. Some of 
them still teste gas when eating, and 
others haven't yet been able to take a 
deep breath without severe pain. 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent ob- 
tained today the experiences of Sergt. 
H. W. Hoover, Forty-eighth Canadian 
Highlanders: Private R. Lowe, First 
Canadians; Private J. Bergin, Fifteenth 
Battalion, Canadians, and Private David 
Smith, Sixteenth Canadian Scottish. 
Smith said: 

“My eyes were injured by gas from 
a shell. When it burst light green and 
yellow smoke came down mixed with 
black, smelling of ether or metiylated 
Spirits. I first felt it smarting my eyes, 
and then, going down my throat. it 
smarted the same way. It made me 
cough. I rubbed my eyes witn my 
handkerchief and didn’t know till after- 
Ward that gus was in my handkerchief 
and I was making them worse. 

“Gas got into our clothes and made 
the leather straps on my kilt cur! uy ana 
und become brittle. I was blinded for 
two days after the shell burst. I still 
“eel the taste of gas when I cough.”’ 

Caused Congestion of Lines. 

Sergeant Hooper said that the effect 
of gas projected under pressure from the 
German trenches caused a gradual con- 
gestion of the lungs, followed by a 
numb feeling in the legs which made 
them weak. 

“In my case, ’’ he continued, “its ef- 
fects rendered me completely uncon- 
scious. After recovering consciousness 
! was troublel with severe pains in my 
chest and head, with fits of coughing 
and vomiting. I was coughing up blood 
and black thick yellowish fluid for about 
two das, after which the effects grad- 
ually wore off. I was also subjected to 
the effects of shell gas which had prac- 
tically the same effect, together with 
extreme irritation of the eyes.” 

A most dramtic story was told by 
Private Bergin, who sad: 

“IT was on lookout on the morning of 
the °4th when I saw great clouds of 
smoke coming over th land between the 
truenches. I called to the boys to man 
their posts. The cloud kept coming 
very slowly as there was very little 
wind. It hung tight to the ground and 
seemed to rise about seven to eight 
feet in the air. 

“At first it hurt my eyes and tnroat, 
then got down into my lungs. My chest 
started to tighten up ani it was impos- 
sible to get my brezth. Some of the 
hoyvs near me fell down gasping and 
tearing at their necks with their hands 
I don’t know how they came through, 
as what were left of us had to retire 
till we got out of the thickest of the 
smoke. 

Dead Were Greenish Yellow. 

‘We lined up again, those who could 
but most of them were down and out 
with gas vomiting and almost blind. I 
was the same, but,, having worked in 
mines and knowing something about 
gas, I tied my field dressing around my 
mouth early in the game, and it didn’t 
hurt me so much as the others. Ag I 
went back in a half hour over the 
ground from which we had retired I 
saw a lot of our boys lying unconscious 
and two dead . 

“Another thing I noticed was that the 
big healthy fellows seemed to feel it

Mayor. 

Acting on this advice, Mayor Kiel an- 
nounced today that he would attend the 
hearings of an investigation committees 
to be created this afternoon on a reso- 
lution by Alderman Koenig of the Twen- 
ty-seventh Ward, to determine his ac- 


tion on the evidence submitted. 

Daues ruled that Assessor Schramm’s 
status was that of an appointive of- 
ficial under the new charter, and there- 
fore he is subject to removal by the 
Mayor for cause. The Board of Alder- 
} men has power to remove, by a three- 
fourths vote, elective officials, or thosc 
appointed to fill elective offices, and the 
Mayor has power to seapene such of- 
ficials. 


Elected Under Old Charter. 


Assessor Schramm was elected Presi- 
dent of the Board of Assessors under 
the old charter im April, 1913, to serve 
four years. The new charter changed 
this office to that of ‘‘Assessor,’’ and 
made it appointive. The new charter 
provided that the President. of the 
Board of Assessors should continue in 
the office of ‘“‘Assessor”’ until the end of 
the term for which he had been elected.

To the Hditor of the Post-Dispatch. 

What is the real issue in this-election June 3 
next? 4 

‘The opponents of the Parkway urge that it will 
eost about $15,000,000, and that it will be a se- 
vere burden on the property owners affected by 
it, without giving them an equivalent benefit. 

The friends of the Parkway assert that these 
statements are not true, and that they will drop 
the whole project if on investigation they are 
found to be true, and Mayor Kiel has pledged 
himself ‘to veto any further steps if the cost is 
found to be more than $10,000,000. 

The issue, therefore, is one of fact, and there 
ie only one way to determine the truth and that 
is to have an impartial commission go over the 
whole project in detail during several months 
with painstaking investigation and decide what 
the facts are. 

But this is precisely what the election is for. 
This commission was created by an ordinance. 

But the opponents of the Parkway invoked the 
referendum against this ordinance and forced this 
election of June 8 on the city. 

This is unfortunate, because the election will 
cost the city $65,000 whereas the commission 
would have cost only $10,000, and after the com- 
mission hed found ou all the facts then the peo- 
ple could have decided the question intelligently, 
towit: 

“The Parkway will cost us so much. Shall we 
have it or not?” 

In this election of June 8 the voter cannot 
@ecide whether he is in favor of the Parkway or 
not, because he has no way of knowing what it is 
going to cost—whether much or little. 

If these facts are true: (1) That the Parkway 
is going to accomplish far-reaching benefits at 
comparatively small cost; (2) That every prop- 
erty owner will derive a far greater benefit than 
the amount of his assessment. (8) That it is an 
imperative necessity to relieve the congestion of

“St. Louis is the last of the large cities to 
adopt the merit system, barring Baltimore,”

Historian Ferrero has prepared Post-Dispatch 
readers for an accurate appraisal of the aspira- 
tions, the racial aversions, the sense of past in- 
justices that impel.Italy into the war. 

If Italy is better equipped than most of the na- 
tions that light-heartedly went to war late in 
July and early in August, she also has fewer 
illusions as to what war in this age means. She 
must have a lively appreciation of the strain on 
the national fabric, of the endless sacrifices tax- 
payers as well as fighting men must make, of the 
tediousness as well as destructiveness of twentieth 
century war methods, of the losses by which an 
advance over a few feet of ground is purchased 
and especially of the uncertain fortunes of nations 
that draw the sword. 

That, after the object lesson presented to her 
during eight months, she perseveres in rejecting 
all efforts to buy her neutrality, evidences the 
vitality of the ideals by which she professes to 
be guided. 

Austria’s realization of what war means is also 
keener than nine months ago. To those familiar 
with Austrian traditions it will seem amazing 
that she offered to divest herself of her owner- 
ship of important territory, if Italy would keep 
the peace. She offered more—a free hand in 
Albania and a port on the Albanian coast for 
Italy, the release from her armies of all in- 
habitants of the territory to be surrendered to 
Italy, the erection of Trieste into a free city to 
be dominated by its Italian population. 

One can only reflect on the woes from which 
the world would have been saved if Austria had 
been as solicitous to preserve the peace in July 
as she is in May—if she had spared herself the 
necessity of tendering humiliating concessions 
which Italy disdains, by sparing Servia some 
moiety of hostile demands. 

Now she is immolating her pride and volun- 
tarily suggesting the contraction of her own sov- 
ereignty. Then she arrogantly insisted on in- 
fringement of Servia’s sovereignty.

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EUROPEANS IN WAR PAINT. 

‘In further evidence of the general retrogres- 
sion toward savagery on the part of all the races 
engaged in the war, the Turkish troops, accord- 
ing to dispatches from the Dardanelles, have 
begun painting their faces. 

The purpose is an eminently practical one. It 
aids their concealment in the trenches and 
among the shrubbery as they fight the allies, 
wherefrom we can appreciate the original idea 
with which the native population of Africa and 
America painted themselves when about to en- 
gage in a fight. The greens made them indis- 
tinguishable in forests and the browns and even 
the brighter ochres helped to merge their out- 
lines in open country. From this it was a natural 
transition to the painting that made them as lit- 
tle like human beings as possible and to the 
outlandish designs that assisted in terrifying 
their enemies. 

The methods of the conflict are such that war 
paint seemingly would be useful for all the com- 
batants. The spectacle of painted Europeans in 
battle advancing to overwhelm each other with 
suffocating fumes and mephitic odors would at 
least be as edifying as some of the other specta- 
cles of the war.

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SUBMARINES AND SHIPS. 
From the Springfield Republican. 

It seems hard to make an end of ths misap- 
prehension that Germany, in its response to this 
country’s effort at mediation, agreed to abandon 
submarine warfare on merchant ships {f Britain 
would abandon its attempt to starve Germany, 
while the British Government flatly refused to 
yield. 

That version is still being given a wide circula- 
tion. But the truth is that the British Govern- 
ment replied that it did not understand that the 
German Government was “prepared to abardon the 
practice of sinking merchant véssels by subma- 
rines.” That this understanding was correct ap- 
pears from the wording of the German note: 
“The German Government would ‘undertake not 
to use their submarines to attack mercantile 
ships of any flag except when necessary to en- 
force the right of visit and search.’” It does 
not say that the ship after being boarded would 
not be sunk, but that the submarine after board- 
ing it “would proceed in accordance with the 
general rules of international law." That Ger- 
many views these rules as giving the right to 
sink a seiszable ship which cannot be taken into 
port is a matter of course, and it is equally a 
matter of course that this would be the usual 
case. Thus what Germany was ready to give up 
was not “the practice of sinking merchant ves- 
sels.” but the practice of sinking them by torpedo 
without visit, and in return for this it demanded 
not only that British vessels should not be armed 
or fly false colors, but that,.they should refrain 
from resistance as by ramming. 

The arguments advanced in the Falaba case 
indicate that flight is regarded @s resistance. 
If the merchantmen were forbidden defense, ruse 
or flight, they would be delivered over bound, 


and the Germans would make a sufficiently good 
bargain even without the yielding of Great Brit-

chus. Only does it not strike you that the acid test 
in such matters is the kind of stepfather one makes? 

Thrasymachus: It is so; except it would not be fair 
to deprive one of public office for that reason if one 
had never been given an opportunity to show what 
kind of stepfather he made. 

Socrates: That is true, of course. It would be mere 
captiousness upon our part to refuse to support Kielus 
for re-election upon that score. 

Glaucon: So it would. As a matter of fact, if he 
gets the Parkway through for us, I intend supporting 
him for re-election without caring what kind of 
fathers he makes. 

Thrasymachus: Jove, yes! I would almost sup- 
port him, though he abandoned his family.

TEAM NO MORNING-GLORY 
Yankees’ Manager Declares His 
Team Will Stay Up There, 
Despite Ordinary Hitting.

Every eye in balldom today is focused 
on Bill Donovan, who remains in first 
place in the American League, in spite 
of the Yankees. 


And always have there been (distin- 
guishing characteristics about this D«-n- 
ovan person. His smile is not the least, 
a million-dollar grin it is, too, while, 
by no means second in importance, is 
a full dress suit. The old, open-faced 
front, a disguise which Bill dons on the 
slightest provocation.

A Real Wizard Is Bill. 


He's a 200-pound package of gocd 
cheer, a nonconductor of gloom and a 
generator of joy. And he’s got the

mascot.

The 
man doesn’s live who hasn't enough 
conceit to think that he will get oy 
if given the chance. And there's this 
much psychology to the thing: Ir 
you leave him in there and he comes 
through he’s got more confidence for 
the next game.

Rates for Foreign Bills Touch|8 
a New Record on the 
War. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 

Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, May 21.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial re- 
view, today, says: 

“The attention of the financial 
markets was divided today between 
the firmness in the stock market and 
the fall in sterling exchange to the 
lowest level of the year. 

“Prices on the Stock Exchange ad- 
vanced in the early trading % to 1% 
points for many active stocks, and 
during the rise in prices there was a 
fair degree of activity. But the buy- 
ing was not of particularly strong 
character, and in the afternoon the 
market grew dull again with frac- 
tional reaction from the earlier high 
level. Most of the business of the 
day was done in the speculative in- 
dustrial shares; the solid investment 
issues moved very slightly and were 
not largely dealt in. 

“The action of the speculative stocks 
was a negligible matter, except so far 
as it reflected the recognized underly 
ing tendency towards confidence in the 
financial position, despite the numerous 
political uncertainties surrounding it. 

‘It would be safest to describe the at- 
titude in conservative circles as one of 
watchful and observant reserve. The 
coming week is sure to bring news of 
high importance, in one quarter or an- 
other. Berlin must answer Washing- 
ton, and it remains to be seen if the 
recent setting loose of the dogs in the 
German press was preliminary to the 
German answer. Italy must take the 
field. We shall also have more defi- 
nite particulars as to the injury to the 
winter wheat crop.

London. 

“This is all the more evident a re- 
course, since the arrangement of Paris 
with London for the _ $10,000,000 gold, 
shipped or to be shipped from the Bank 
of trance to the Bank of England, is 
io be used as a basis for $00,000,000 
credit for Paris in London. 

Gold at a Premium. 

“This very arrangement means that 
London must pay in the exchange mar- 
ket 33 for every $1 in gold actually re- 
ceived from France. Therefore, the idea 
of digcharging such vicarious liabilities 
through continuous shipment of gold 
from the Bank of England’s reserve is 
a very futile solution of the problem. 

“It would seem to be time for taking 
the situation resolutely in hand. What 
is more perplexing is the action of the 
French exchange, which today moved 
with great violence against Paris, 
at London and at New York. 
somewhat hard to understand why 
recent enormous release ‘of gold from 
the French market should not have ex- 
tinguished the current indebtedness of 
Paris at London, and why the direct 
French exchange rate here should not 
be strengthened, even at the expense 
of the sterling market, by this shifting 
of lability.
